UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

City Solicitor Slocum and City Clerk 
Grant spoke in favor of the hill of this 
city to abolish deputy election officers, 
before the Election Laws Committee, 
and there was no opposition. The per- 
missive feature of the hill ought to he 
in its favor. This morning the bill to 
improve the condition of Charles river 
between Waltham and Upper Falls is 
heard, and our officials will do their 
best to impress the committee with the 
urgency of the situation. 

Two important reports have been 
made this week which arc of interest 
to Newton. The majority of the com- 
mission which failed to favor compul- 
sory electrification for the railroad sub- 
urbs, is a disappointment to residents 
here.

The report in favor of allowing 
the Boston Elevated Company to hold 
stock in other street railway compan- 
ies, will, if passed, serve to unify the 
two systems in this vicinity, and give 
thru service to Boston. The failure of 
the railroads to electrify and the con- 
solidation of the street railway com- 
panies will probably increase the street 
railway travel enormously. 

Practical Politics, recently mentioned 
the Gas and Electric Light Commission 
stating that General Schaff had be- 
come “more quiescent,.” that Barker 
was the “clerical member” while Weed 
( ex-Mayo r Weed of this city “docs the 
heavy working parts. 

Representative White of Newton par- 
ticipated in two debates the first of the 
week, opposing the Governor’s request 
that he he allowed to employ experts in 
examining the department estimates of 
appropriations, and opposing the ap- 
pron rial ion for the steamer “Lexing- 
ton" of the Harbor Commission.

The Rlcebird Uses His Bulky Enemy 
i. as an Aeroplane. 

^ People generally iihhoHiiIc nlze nml 
i brute strength with victory, eapeelnlly 
i among the lower animals. Mnny times, 
however, this Is fnr from being the 
t case, especially In the bird kingdom. 
i Among the rice flats of the Cnrolinas 
there abound nt sonic seasons of the 
. year liny rJcehlrds, birds so small tbnt 
. It tnkes two dozen for n good meal, 
i though bones nml nil nre enten. 

The gront buzznrd la found circling 
over tlio flats nt nil sensons. IIo dreads 
r the time for the rlcebird to conie, for 
i ho is then nearly pestered to denth. It 
? is a common sight to see one of these 
1 little birds fly up to n buzzard nnd, 
nfter dodging this wny nnd tbnt round 
| the nwkwnrd bulk, flnnlly alight well 
i forwnrd between the buzzard's wings 
on the buck. ITere the tiny pnssenger 
grabs n few feathers in his benk nnd 
holds on for grim life. After enjoying 
. n ride for ns long ns ho desires the 
i little fellow hops off nnd is gone before 
; Mr. Buzznrd Is well nwnre of it. 

. The peculiar part of the whole thing 
i Is tlint nppnrontly the only purposo the 
rlcebird hns In getting on the back of 
the buzznrd is to tnke n free ride. It 
puzzles every one who chances to see 
the little drnmn to And any other rea- 
son, yet the fact remnins tbnt It Is n 
frequent occurrence, and the little 
birds seem to enjoy it immensely.— 
New York Tribune, 

INDIAN DEATH CUSTOMS. 

Graves of tha Hopi and the Hogane of 
the Navajoe. 

The Hop! Indian believes that the 
souls of nil decensed adults go to the 
Grand canyon. When a man dies a 
grave is dug. The nearest relative of 
the deceased carries the body to the 
grave, places It In n sitting posture 
facing the Grand canyon, erects n loug 
pole between the legs, locks the dead 
man’s Angers urouud It and fills the 
grave. To the top of the pole, pro- 
truding abovo the ground, he ties one 
end of a string and leads the other 
end In tlie direction of the Grand can- 
yon. At the end of four days it is 
believed the soul lenves the body, 
climbs the pole nnd with the string to 
guide it goes to its eternal home in the 
canyon. 

The Nnvnjos, oh the contrary, are 
very superstitious about handling dead 
bodies. They believe that the evil 
spirit that kills the ‘person hovers 
around the hognn, ns they call their 
lodge, awaiting other victims, nnd a 
hognn in which n death occurs is never 
occupied ngnin. Navajo hognns are 
always built with the entrance facing 
the east. When a death occurs In one 
of them nn opening is Invnrinbly mnde 
in the nortli side. Therefore when one 
sees a hognn with the north side 
knocked out he mny be certain some 
one hns died in it.— Dillon Wallace in 
Outing. 

Antiquity of tha Dog. 

It is impossible to say when dog?, 
were first domesticated, but some of 
the earliest traces are found on Egyp- 
tian monuments, with figures of dogs, 
somewhat of the greyhound type, 
which date back to ut least 3500 B. C.

Rev. James Hull, M. A., told of a 
goose in Stirlingshire, Scotland, that 
bud been killed by accident after liv- 
ing at the same place for “above eighty 
years.”— London Field. 

Skating on a Tennis Court. 

When one is building a tennis court 
provision may easily be made for a 
rink by excavating from six inches 
to one foot deeper than the surround- 
ing ground and making tills depress- , 
cd area as much greater than his 
court us his purse or surroundings will 
permit. Twenty-five feet In the clear 
outside the lines of the court will give 
an area of over 11,000 square feet— an 
imple space for a number of people to 
occupy without crowding. The court 
may be Hooded by menus of u hose at- 
tached to the bouso faucet, first sat- 
urating the ground and then when^it 
has frozen flooding the court.— Subur- 
ban Life.

B tsh republic. But when Alfonso XII. 
y was brought to Madrid after the fall 
s of the republic Castelar, with his com- 
e pnnions, wns exiled. 

Some years afterward nn amnesty 
c was proclaimed, nnd Castelar returned 
In triumph to Madrid to resume Ills 
office In tlie university. A vast gather- 
ing attended to hear his first lecture, 

? and the greatest orator In all Spain 
t mounted the rostrum, looked imper 
turbnhly at the sea of eager faces sur- 
rounding him and begun. “As I wns 
. say lug yesterday" (Como dec I a aver). 

„ Between Hint yesterday nnd this 
^ day ho had fought the battle of the 
fallen republic mul had known the bit- 
^ terness of years In exile. All memory 
of this, however poignant In the heart 
of Castelar. find passed from the pro- 
fessor of Madrid's university, nnd he 
continued his lecture at the very point 
at which It hud been broken off. 

The Sedan Chair. 

The sedan chair Is named after Se- 
dan, tlie town where It was first used. 
The earliest mention of It In Englund 
occurs In 1581. Early in the following 
century the Duke of Buckingham 
caused much indignation by its use la 
Loudon. People were exaspernted at 
that nobleman employing his fellow 
men to take the place of horses to enr- 
ry him. Prince Charles brought from 
Spain In 1G23 three curiously wrought 
sedans, two of which he gave to the 
Duke of Buckingham. A few weeks 
after their introduction Massinger pro- 
duced his ploy, "The Bondman," and 
in it he thus adverts to the ladies: 

For their pomp and care being borne 

In triumph on men’B shoulders. 

The reference is doubtless to Buck- 
ing hum’s sedan, which wns borne like 
n pu la nq u ill.— “ By gone England." 

The Magnetic Poles. 

The mugneiic poles are not station- 
ary. The northern one Is slowly mov- 
ing-* westward along the seventieth 
parallel nnd In tlie course of three or 
four hundred years will probably have 
encircled the geographic north pole 
nud returned to about its present loca- 
tion. Of course the southern magnetic 
pole folio ws a corresponding course 
about the geographic south pole. In 
such cities In the United States as 
Omaha, Sioux City, Topeka, Galvestou, 
etc., the compuss needle would polut 
about In the direction of the north 
star and the north pole that Com- 
mander Peary reached. Tills geo- 
graphic pole is about 1.500 miles north 
of tlie magnetic pole, toward which 
tlie needles of nil compasses point.— 
St. Nicholas. 

Earliest Use of Mineral Ink. 

In ancient times India Ink, mnde 
from lampblack and glue, wns used 
for writing on papyri, but Inspection 
of the earliest vellum or parchment 
MSS. shown that Iron gall Inks wore 
Introduced not Inter tlmn the ninth 
century. Tlio reason for the change 
was that, although a carbon Ink is 
more permanent, It has no penetrating 
power nnd can be sponged from the 
vellum, whereas the Iron ink bites In- 
to iho fillers and resists the destruc- 
tive action of both air and fight.

Mistresses are advised “to go 
about with a holly wnnd In tlielr hand, 
although they may uot nlwnys have 
occasion to use It. and to pay home 
when they fight"— that Is to say, 
tlirash— "but not to be nlwnys chid- 
ing." As regnrds the laundry, the 
domestic serfs are "warned to take 
heed when they wash or run in the 
lash nnd to wash well, wring well and 
beat well, so that If any lack beat- 
ing It will be themselves." 

As for the unhappy Cicely, the dalry- 
mnid, Bhe is to cry "creak"— thnt Is to 
say, to be thrashed— If her cheese Is 
"hoven” or puffed up, ond if the 
cheese be tough Cicely is to have "a 
crash.” If the cheese be spotted 
Cicely Is to be amended by the bayes, 
and If It be too full of whey the 
wretched dairymaid is to have "a 
dressing." Finally, If any maggots arc 
found in tbe cheese, "mistress Is to be 
Cicely by and by."

MRS. WARD DEAD. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward, 
thc well known authoress, died at 5.15 
o’clock Saturday afternoon at her home 
on Dudley road, Newton Centre, thc 
cause of death being heart disease from 
which she has suffered for some years. 
She has been quite ill during the past 
four weeks. 

She was born in Boston, Aug. 31, 
1844. daughter of Rev. Austin and Eliz- 
abeth Stuart Phelps. When four years 
old her father moved to Andover. 

Her father had a large circle of ac- 
quaintances among literary men and 
publishers of that day, and the preco- 
cious daughter, who began to write for 
thc press at 13 years of age, soon found 
herself an intimate of the most famous 
authors of the day. Longfellow, Whit- 
tier and Holmes were frequent visitors 
to the Andover home. 

Her best known book “Gates Ajar” 
was published when she was but 20 
years of age. 

Her writings met with great success 
from thc start, and she soon became 
known as thc author of novels, Sunday 
school hooks and short stories 

She lectured at B. U. in 1876 on “Mod 
cm Fiction”, but appeared seldom on 
the lecture platform. 

Through her engagement to write for 
a syndicate she first met her husband, 
Herbert Dickinson Ward. Their work 
proved so congenial and showed them 
in possession of so many tastes in com- 
mon that their marriage followed, Oct. 
20, 1888. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ward first resided at 
Andover, afterward removing to New- 
ton Centre, with their summer home 
at East Gloucester. 

During the latter years of her life 
she took an active interest in the fight 
against vivisection, her voice and pen 
being ever ready in behalf of dumb ani- 
mals. 

She left an unpublished manuscript 
which is ready for the printer. 

Besides her husband, she leaves a 
brother. Prof. Lawrence Phelps of At- 
lantic and a half brother, Mr. Edward J. 
Phelps of Chicago.

The fear expressed at the meeting 
of the Civic Cltih, that there was press- 
ing danger of compulsory annexation 
with Boston, unless the lesser evil of a 
metropolitan advisory council was en- 
dorsed, should carry little weight with 
the public. Persons familiar with legis- 
lative work, well know, that while it 
is true that the state has absolute pow- 
er to make and unmake municipalities, 
it is unwritten law, that radical action 
affecting a municipality, shall be sub- 
jected to a referendum of the people in- 
terested. Indeed, the whole of modem 
legislation is to refer more and more 
matters to the people for action, and 
with this tendency, the fear of compul- 
sory annexation, is one of imagination. 
The whole question, however, is well 
worth capeful study, and there should 
be ample time given its consideration, 
as we should not wish to make any mis- 
take, in taking such a radical step, in 
limiting local government. Wc have a 
problem unlike that of New York, or 
of the London County Council, and, 
while the present system is wrong in 
theory and had in practice, it should re- 
main until the best solution is presented. 
A loose federation, with simplv advis- 
ory powers, would, in my opinion be a 
farce. Any federation, to be successful, 
must have some real power, and author- 
ity. 

The newly organized Improvement As- 
sociation at Newton has considerable 
work cut out for it already, if it in- 
tends to tackle the problems which ex- 
ist in Nonantum square. This busy cen- 
tre is made hideous by huge and glar- 
ing signboards, is dangerous by rea- 
son of the congestion of street cars 
near Jefferson street and is unsanitary, 
because it lacks a public convenience. 
The sign hoards can he reached l»y tax- 
ing the land on which they are sit- 
uated, until the owners cry “enough.” 
The street caj^problem requires consid- 
erable influence and persistency. The 
sanitary condition, which is increased 
thru the presence of the billboards, 
which allow persons to screen them- 
selves, can be remedied by the board of 
aldermen. While other matters may he 
presented to the new Association, it is 
doubtful if any can touch Nonantum 
Square in point of necessity.

•The cardinal principle in training 
animals.” snys nn animal trainer, "Is 
not to attempt to make an nnlmnl do 
anything contrary to tho nature of its 
particular species. To l>e successful a 
trainer must know enough about ihe 
habits of the animals he tins under 
training to tit the tricks he would tench 
them to their natural bent. 

•‘The seal is very easily taught. You 
begin with one senl, some smnll pleccB 
of fish and n string. You let the senl 
sit on his pedestal, something he likes 
to do by nature; then you throw him 
noe of the pieces of fish, and he nntu- 
rally nnd easily catches it Next yon 
tie a piece of fish on the end of your 
string nml swing it toward the senl. 
Tie catches this, too, nnd you keep 
moving nwny from him and swinging 
the fish to him from nn Increasing dis- 
tance. Now yon are ready to begin 
with the hat or cornucopia. You put a 
piece of fish in the bottom of it nnd 
toss It to the senl. The seal Is dex- 
terous by nature, nnd his nose, quickly 
detecting tho fish in the tip of tho 
cone, seeks It out. The cone catches on 
his snout, nnd he bites out the fish nnd 
tosses the cone aside. Before long he 
comes to nssodnte the cone with fish, 
nnd he will catch nny number of sim- 
ilar ones nnd toss them aside when he 
falls to find what he wants. 

“Balancing the big rubber ball is 
bnsed on the same principle.

This results in his 
balancing the ball on his nose, n feat to 
which his supple neck nnd his natural 
feeding habits are all adapted, and 
then bo gets his piece of fish as a 
prize.”— New York World. 

BIBLES IN THE WORLD. 

Ths Scandinavian Eddas the Most Re- 
cent of tho Seven. 

The world has seven Bibles. They ! 
are tbe Koran of the Mohammedans, 
the Eddas of the Scandinavians, the < 
Trlpltnkn of the Buddhists, the Five 
Kings of the Chinese, the Three Vedas 
of the Hindus, the Zeudnvestn and 
the Scriptures of tho Christians. 

The Koran Is not older than the sev- 
enth century of our cm. It is n com 
pound of quotations from the Old nnd 
New Testaments, the Talmud nnd the 
gospel of St. Barnabas. The Eddas of 
the Scandinavians were published in 
the eleventh century nnd are the most 
recent of these seven Bibles. The Bud- 
dhists’ Trlpltnkn contain sublime mor- 
als and pure inspirations. Their au- 
thor lived and died in the seventh cen- 
tury before Christ. 

The sacred writings of the Chinese 
are called tbe Five Kings, “king” 
meaning web of cloth or tbe warp that 
keeps the thrends in their places. They 
contain tho choicest sayings of the 
best ages on tbe etbieopoHtleal duties 
of life. These sayings cannot be traced 
to a period htgher than the eleventh 
centnry B. C. Tbe Three Vedas are 
the most ancient books of the Hindus, 
and It is the opinion of great scholars 
that they are older than the eleventh 
century It. C. 

The Zendavesta of the Persians is 
t lie grandest of all the sacred books 
next to the Bible. Zoroaster, whose 
sayings it contains, was bom In tbe 
twelfth century B. C.— New York Her- 
ald.

Each great 
war knives soldiers In the nursery cup- 
board dressed correctly to n strap nnd 
button.

If your do,- should bite a person, or 
if an accident happen on or about your 
premises, or on the sidewalks adjoining 
from such causes as snow or ice on 
sidewalk, icicles falling from roof, shut- 
ters blown off windows, parts of cor- 
nice blown off, ash barrels on sidewalk, 
or from any defect inside or outside of 
house, you would be liable to a suit for 
damages.

THE SOUP PLATE. 

A Seventeenth Century Cookbook 
Telle Why It Was Invented. 

A valet of Louis XIV. published a 
cookbook in 1055 tu which he gives nB 
follows the reason for the Invention of 
the hollow soup plate: 

The plates of the guests will be hol- 
low In order thnt they may help them- 
selves to ns much soup ns they may 
want without being obliged to take it 
spoonful by spoonful because of the 
disgust they may have for one another 
on seeing the spoon go from the mouth 
to the tureen. 

Guests, it wHI be seen, used their 
own spoons to fill their plates, the 
large spoon to be used for serving the 
soup not being invented till some time 
later. 

Yet even n hundred years after the 
invention of the soup plnte (1749) a 
work on civility advised that all the 
dishes should be so placed on the table 
that every one could rench them with 
his Bponn nnd that If the soup was 
served in a dish (tureen) every one 
Bhoukl help himself with his own 
spoon without seeming to be in a hurry. 

A work on manners that appeared 
just before the French revolution 
deemed It best to ndvise its readers 
that it wns impolite to pass the spoon 
back nnd forth between the mouth nnd 
the tureen. 


Difficult Horseback Feat.

FORCE OF LIG HTNING, 

An Ordinary Stroke la About Equal to 
Fifty Thousand Horsepower. 

Frequently surprise Is expressed nt 
the effect of a stroke of lightning 
which splinters a large tree or wrecks 
a tall chimney, but if the enormous 
power developed by an ordinary stroke 
of lightning Is tnken into considera- 
tion the wonder will be thnt the effect 
Is so smnil. 

Scientists estimate thnt an "ordi- 
nary” stroke of lightning is of 50.000 
horse | lower. That is force sufficient to 
drive the largest bnttleship ever built 
at top speed. Tbe light uing stroke, 
however, travels nt a speed of 18G.000 
miles per second. We think we see n 
Dash of lightning, but as a matter of 
fact what we see is only the memory 
of n flash. Tho electrical current has 
been absorbed by tbe earth long before 
we are conscious of having seen the 
flash. A person struck by a direct 
flush would never see It. 

The average electromotive force of a 
"bolt" of lightning is about 3,500.000 
rolts, und the current Is 14.000,000 am- 
peres. In such a "bolt” Lbere is energy 
equal to 2,450,000 volts, or 3,284,182 
horsepower. Some day a wizard will 
arise who will capture and bind a 
“bolt” of lightning and with it turn all 
the wheels of a great city. 

The time required for the discharge 
of a “bolt" of lightning is ubout one 
twenty-thousnndth of a second.— Chi- 
cago Tribune.

James Clancy of 109 River street, 
West Newton, became violently insane 
on the street Saturday morning and 
frightened a number of persons before 
he was captured by the police. He was 
examined by City Physician Lowe and 
Dr, Fisher and committed to the insane 
hospital at Westboro. Clancy is married 
and has several children. 

He was employed by a number of 
families in West Newton as gardener 
and caretaker and it has been his cv*- 
tom to leave his home before daylight 
each morning to care for a number of 
furnaces. That morning residents on 
Temple street were awakened by a ,man 
who was shouting and screaming. 
Someone investigated and recognized 
him and telephoned to a livery stable 
to have a carriage sent to take him 
home. The police were also notified and 
the patrol wagon was sent out, with two 
policemen. They made a search of the 
streets on West Newton Hill, but could 
not find Clancy. 

Meanwhile he had walked down to 
a point in front of City Hall and was 
talking rationally with a friend when 
another acquaintance, James J. Dcffly 
of 7 Auburn street ,a coachman em- 
ployed at the Brae Burn Country Club, 
passed by. With a scream of rage Clancy 
sprang at him and Deffly fled. He was 
pursued across Washington street to 
Highland street, but managed to get 
away. The insane man then turned tow- 
ard City Hail and a group of employ- 
ees who had been watching from the 
steps hurried inside. Just then the pa- 
trol wagon came in sight and the police- 
men slipped up behind Clancy and 
caught him. 

At the police station Judge Kennedy 
ordered him committed to the asylum 
at Westboro. after an examination by 
Dr. Lowe, the city physician and Dr. 
Fisher. 

Mr. Clancy had been butldinga bouse 
for his family on River street, working 
on it day and night, and together with 
his many other employments it is 
thought that this is the cause of his 
becoming deranged.

Additional Service Provided For En- 
tire Suburban District 

tt will lie tuterrMInff now* *o n good 
hinny Biih*rrlbcr* Hint Hit* tplnplmn* rnm* 
puny I* gnl»R to mill In II* wlinlulp rnlrs 
fur oiip-imrt.v nml Itco-unrty lino* permit- 
ting unlimited service tbrou kIi out the sub- 
urban *11*1 rlct.

Mostiin to another, leaving behind them 
relative* and friends with whom they 
wish to keep 111 touch. This Intimacy I* 
maintained by telephone. Under the now 
i ictiedule, ninny of these nuburhan calls 
would cost 10 or In cents, nml such tub- 
aorlbers would he naked lo pay more than 
! they were paying before or else restrict 
the n mu her of their calls. 

Tlio telephone company apparently tins 
been carefully study lug the effect of theso 
various classes of new rules mid has de- 
cided they need amendment In order to 
he fully sntlsfnetory, aud tins voluntarily 
recommended to the highway commission 
tlie rc-esinhllsb incut of the suburban dis- 
trict ns n whole, and tW’O resldonre rates 
(tiring service throughout this district. 
Oue of these rates Is $4." a yenr for a oue- 
party line, nml the other $:td n year for a 
two-pnrty Hue. Under the old rates the 
charge for till* servleC wn* $.*>-4 and $412. 
They any It 1* Impracticable to try to give, 
over such n lurge territory, with more then 
two parties ou it line, the quality of serv- 
ice people In tills community demand; 
hence the limitation lo one-party aud two- 
party lines. 

The letter of the rotnpniiy'H counsel to 
the MassitHiUPelt-s highway commission Is 
as follows:

Gentlemen: The new telephone rnte- 

and service schedule for the itoston and 
suburban district bus now been In force 
about four months. Approximately (10 per 
cent of the telephones In the district are 
now cither being operated under the new 
schedule, or Imre been ordered transferred 
to the new achedulc by the subscribers. 
Other changes are being ordered dally, and 
the plant Is rapidly being put Into condi- 
tion where It Is hoped that order* can 
from now on he handled with less delay. 

Further study and investigation during 
the lust mouth nml a half has confirmed 
the company in the belief expressed to 
your hoard in December, that the new 
schedule offers, at equitable rates, suffi- 
cient and suitable classes of service to 
meet tlie varying legitimate requirements 
of all Buhner liters, both present and pros- 
pective — with one possible exception lu the 
suburban district. 

Although the district or 2 one servlet 
of the new schedule is apparently better 
adapted l» the needs of the majority of 
the subscribers In the suliurtiun district, 
there are, nevertheless, n very Hubstantlal 
number of residence subscribers there who 
have comparatively little local use for 
residence service, hut who, on the other 
IiiiihI. have one or turn suburban exchanges 
outside their local district which for soclol 
or family reasons they have been In tba 
habit of calling in the past with more or 
less frequency. A substantial number of 
these subscribers, unless they curtail the 
use of their truns-fluhiirliHii culls, wilt ob- 
viously have the cost of their residence 
service niuLcrlnlly, mid from some points 
of view It might seem Inequitably, In- 
creased. 

The officers of the company feel Hint 
there Is a substantial and legitimate de- 
sire for n enmmiiU'd rate for such service 
by those who prefer It to the district 
service, and accordingly have been en- 
deavoring for some time to tlml the fair- 
est solutiuii of wbul la clearly no simple 
problem. 

If n rate fur such service can lie found 
which promises lo he remniiintily fair not 
ouly to the company und the subscribers 
wlm elect to lake Midi service, hut to the 
rest of the subscribers In the territory as 
well, It would seem ns If smdi u service 
should ho added to the schedule. 

Of course In a rapidly growing imilti- 
excliniige territory such ns Hie suburbs of 
Huston no four-party line unlimited service, 
no matter how reiiiuiirmtive to the com- 
pany. run l«e pei muiieiil ly rclullird In the 
schedule without distinct unfairness to 
the rest of Hie subscribers, nml without 
certainly and permit uently preventing 
throughout the entire Huston and Militirhun 
district the nl lulu mem of u reasonable 
standard of first class service— which, after 
ull, is the ftl min tuc n til I requisite to which 
all other consideration!! should eventually 
give way. 

This objection, of course, dues not apply 
to one ami two party line service, and 
while other objections ure likely to develop, 
they seem to h« outweighed by the fact 
1 that apparently unless n residence service 
covering the entire Mihlirhun district is 
added tu the schedule, many subscribers 
will be paying mi Amount for their resi- 
dence service seemingly disproportionate 
when computed with the cost uf their 
neighbors' service, whose use is largely 
local. 

The difficulty presents itself, however, 
of deciding what Is a fair rate for nu un- 
limited residence full suburban service ou 
oue and two party Hues. The company's 
old rates for this service were ¥54 uud $43 
respectively, nml we believe that theso 
rate* were reasonable uud fulr. The com- 
pany wishes to suggest the restoration oi 
this oue and two party Hue service ouj 
Ha addition to the official schedule. We 
would suggest, however, that tbs rutea 
for this service be reduced to $45 and $;gj. 

Whether or not these rates for this serv- 
let will prove to be fair aud reusouuhle 
HO oue cun lell until they ore given a trill 
• ad then tested lu the light of experleace, 
Iuosmucb. however, us the entlrs schedule 
la In u way ou trial we sett no controlling 
objection to im-ludlug lu it two more rutea 
(id the sume basis. 

Accordingly, II ulcus your honorable board 
aeea some objection, the company would 
like to add to the schedule us recommend- 
ed by your buard u one uud two party un- 
limited full suburban service for lesldeucs, 
at anuual rates uf $45 uud $J0 respectively; 
the two-party Hue to be equipped with di' 
tided ringing. 

With this addition we feel that the ached- 
ole becomes, so fur as cun be sacertaluad 
without a trial, one well adapted to ever/ 
reasonable need of the community.

Evening 
schools, Vacation schools, school play- 
grounds, public lectures and entertain- 
ments, social centres, organized athlet- 
ics, games and folk dancing and the 
effect of social betterment thru wider 
use of the school plant arc fully de- 
scribed and references given at the end 
of each chapter, if tlie student cares to 
follow the subject a little farther. The 
hook is nicely bound and very fully il- 
lustrated, and sells for $1.25.

A PLEASED AUDIENCE. 


U is not often that any hall is filWl 
for a chamber concert. But the cx»:*p 
turn was true Wednesday owning at 
Players Hall, West Newton. The attrac- 
tion was the much heralded Muir nicy 
Quartet. The weather was stormy, 
transportation facilities almost at a 
standstill but the attraction offeted mu- 
sic lovers was sufficiently strong to 
bring out tlic largest audience the pres- 
ent subscription series of concerts has 
been favored with.

The first number on the program was 
really the "war-horse” of the evening, 
the Beethoven Quartet. Opus 18. This 
composition is played by all of the 
string quartets and it is only a question 
of reading, ensemble and technique for 
the traditions arc all so well known that 
outside of these points there is very 
little variance in its rendition. 

The Andante Cantabile from the G 
major Mozart quartet was well received, 
coming as it did after the violin son- 
ata, while the Scherzo from the Dohan- 
yi quartet proved a good ending for a 
brilliant program.

The modi heal ion in the new telephone 
rates is welcome as indicating the fac* 
that the action of the Company and the 
Highway Commission is not as hard and 
fast as first stated. There is little griev- 
ance in this city except from the fact 
that an arbitrary division is made, hy 
which one section of Newton is forced 
to pay a higher rate than the other. 
With cities like Cambridge, with nearly 
three times our population and Somer- 
ville. wi'h double our population, each 
with but one exchange it is no more 
than fair (hat Newton should also be 
treated as if it had but one exchange 
and the rates made uniform tlmiout the 
city. A strong effort will soon be made 
to induce the Highway Commission to 
reconsider this phase of the situation. 

The action of the aldermen in coup- 
ling the lower portion of the Charles 
river improvement with that portion be- 
tween Waltham and the Upper Kails, 
will seriously endanger the whole pro- 
ject. The upper portion of the river has 
been considered for some time and mat- 
ters are ripe for an appropriation. It is 
poor judgment, at this time, to give the 
Legislature any idea that the river im- 
provement will some time require much 
larger appropriations. 

The board of survey proposition is 
dead. Why not bury the “corpse” as 
Alderman Towle suggests.

STATE FINANCES. 

The present tangled condition of af- 
fair* t>n Beacon Hill relative to the 
state budget formed thc basis of Rep- 
resentative Norman H. White's address 
before the Men’s League of the New- 
ton Highlands Congregational Church 
last night. The well known Brookline 
representative not only fully' explained 
this subject to his audience, but also 
clearly and distinctly stated his position 
on it. Mr. White contended that the re- 
solve recently advocated hy Speaker 
Walker on the floor of thc House 
would tend to create a one-man power 
in the state finances: that it would give 
the governor power to recommend and 
virtually secure the passaec of any ap- 
propriation he desired, while the legis- 
lature, the body responsible under the 
Constitution for state expenditures, and 
its Ways and Means Committee, which 
recommends such expenditures, is at 
present without power to discover 
whether such appropriations as the gov- 
ernor recommended were wise ami just. 

Mr. White, who like his colleague 
Representative White of Newton, has 
stronglv nonnsed the passage of the so- 
called "Walker Resolve." announced 
most emphaticallv during liis address I 
that he had no objection, whatsoever, to 
the governor being given all the pow- | 
er he dc«ired to investigate with or i 
without the aid of experts. Bin he also 
slated, ami stated iust ns emphatic. ally, 
his belief that the same power of inves- 
tigation given the governor hi *o far 
as it affected tbj Wavs and Mrsm 
Committee should like*wi«e he <nven tha» 
committee. Tie strongly denounced 
Speaker Walker's efforts to make the 
governor responsible for the state ex- 
penditures. contending that such actum 
was neither f Air to’ the executive, nor 
right under the Constitution.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

One of the matters which keep our 
city officials constantly on the alert came 
up this week on the bill to require cer- 
tain cities and towns to contribute tow- 
ards the expense of the bridges across 
the Charles river between Boston and 
Cambridge. Why Newton was included 
in I be list is a mystery, as the traffic 
from Newton to Boston in this direction 
is infinitesimal. Mayor Hatfield and 
City Solicitor Slocum entered strong ob- 
jections on the part of Newton to the 
hill. Newton now maintains 7 bridges 
across the river. 

A hill to place the cost of mainte- 
nance of the metropolitan park system 
on the entire state, instead of on the 
district was heard this week. The argu- 
ment being based on the fact that all 
the municipalities in the district were 
forced to come in, there was no reason 
why this large expense should he placed 
on them alone. Figures were presented 
to show that the original estimate of ex-* 
pen sc had been placed at $1,000.1X10 and 
the debt now exceeds $14,000,000. This 
hearing will he continued. 

The controversy between the Govern- 
or ami the Ways and Means Commit- 
tees of both houses as to the employ- 
ment of experts to examine the depart- 
ment estimates of appropriations still 
continues. There is no question as to 
the need of these experts — there is also 
no sense of stating that the perogra- 
tives of the House are encroached upon 
if the Governor is given the right to ex- 
amine the estimates in advance of action 
by the Legislature. Newton has had a 
similar plan in making yearly estimates 
for a long time, and the only difference 
between the city and the state is the fact 
that the state asks the new executive 
to present the estimates and Newton 
has it done bv the retiring executive. 
I find that my first criticism of Govern- 
or Foss on this matter was not justified, 
as the first hills sent in by him. were 
for routine expenses, which did not re- 
quire much examination. Since then the 
governor and council have worked long 
and hard over, the estimates, and the 
council has done its part. The governor, 
however, has withheld sending the re- 
sults to the Legislature, evidently wait- 
ing action on his recommendation for 
expert advice. It is said that if the au- 
thority is given, the governor intends to 
appoint Mr. Harvey S. Chase of this 
city as his expert. 

The hearing on Tuesday on the re- 
quest of the Mass. Institute of Technol- 
ogy for state aid to the amount of 
$100,000 is of great interest in this city, 
the home of hundreds of students and 
graduates. Newton ranks next to Bos- 
ton in the numher of students in the In- 
stitute. with some forty pupils. The 
hearing brought out a large number of 
friends of Tech, and the opposition was 
slight. While the increase in state aid 
from $25,000 to $100,000 per year, seems 
large, it is due entirely to the rapid 
growth of the Institute .and a conse- 
quent increase in its value to the Com- 
monwealth. 

One of the most sensible bills rela- 
tive to bill hoard advertising will be 
heard Feb. 24. It will allow local option 
with power to make suitable regula- 
tions for the comfort of the public. It is 
the best solution of the problem I have 
yet seen. 

All three of our representatives voted 
aerainst the bill to allow the town of 
Plymouth to invest in the new street 
railwav comoany to connect with Sand- 
wich. The hill passed by a narrow mar- 
gin. 

Hearings will be held before the Met- 
ropolitan Affairs committee on Feb. 15 
on the proposed boulevard between 
Watertown and West Roxburv and for 
the proposed new Weston bridge. On 
Monday the same committee holds a 
postponed hearing on the improvement 
of Charles river between Waltham and 
Upper Falls. The hearing on proposed 
division of wards into voting precincts 
in this city will be heard by the Com- 
mittee on Cities on Feb. 21st.

LOWER FALLS AWAKE 


At a mass meeting held Saturday eve- 
ning in Freeman hall, Newton Lower 
Falls, the residents of Newton and 
Wellesley were present in large num- 
bers to discuss the unsanitary condition 
of the Charles river. Resolutions were 
adopted in favor of dredging the river 
and a committee of' 17 were chosen to 
appear before the committee on met- 
ropolitan affairs at the state house next 
Monday afternoon, to urge the grant- 
ing of an appropriation of $25000 to 
start the work of dredging the river 
through Newton. 

Alderman Bernard Early of Newton 
was chosen chairman of the meeting 
and J. S. Connolly, secretary. Alderman 
Early described at length the efforts 
which have been made for the past 10 
years to have the river dredged, and 
that the legislature had repeatedly turn- 
ed the petition down. A bill was passed 
in 1906 through the efforts of Miss 
Sarah Fuller, which prohibited the pol- 
lution of the river by the mills. 

Mayor Charles E. Hatfield declared 
that f.e was strongly in favor of the 
bill, and that he thought that the riv- 
er was a mennnee to the community. 
Rev. P. H. Callanan, Rev. Francis 
White. Rev. E. H. Thrasher and Miss 
Sarah Fuller also spoke in favor of the 
bill. 

City Engineer Rogers of Newton 
showed a number of plans of the pro- 
posed dredging of the river and de- 
clared that in some portions of the 
river the dirt dug up could be used for 
filling m other places. 

The following resolutions were adop- 
ted : Resolved. That it is the sense of 
the meeting that the sanitary condition 
of the Charles river ill the vicinity of 
Newton Lower Falls is such as t*> de- 
mand immediate attention and that we 
respectfully request the legislature of 
Massachusetts to take steps to remedy 
these conditions at once.

P IT Callanan chairman. Miss Sarah 
Fuller, Rev. E. IT. Thrasher, Rev 
Francis White, Alderman Bernard 
Early. Selectman George A. Sweetscr, 
and George N. Smith of Wclleslcv, 
Charles Hatch, Dr. O. L. Schofield, F. 
C. Leslie. C, C. Perris, Janies Early, C. 


CANOES BURNED. 

Early Saturday morning fire was dis- 
covered in the canoe factory of J. R. 
Robertson on Charles street, in the 
Riverside section of Auburndalc. It 
started, apparently, near the boiler in 
the basement and ate through the first 
floor, burning a number of partly-fin- 
ished canoes. On racks in this room, 
and on the next floor above, were scores 
of new canoes, and a large paint shop, 
containing quantities of varnish and 
other highly inflammable material was 
also in the path of the flames but the 
firemen managed to drown them out in 
time. 

The fire was discovered at 3.30 
o'clock by Patrolman Joseph Scaver. 
He was on Auburn street, an eighth of 
a mile away, when lie smelled smoke. 
After investigating all the buildings in 
the immediate vicinity be finally got 
near enough to the factory to sec the 
flames reflected on the glass of the 
windows. Half an hour later the en- 
tire building would have been con- 
sumed. Close at hand are the buildings 
of the Newton Boat Club, as well as 
several other large boathouses, and in 
the immediate neighborhood are the 
boathouses of the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation and the Riverside Recreation 
Grounds, while a number of wooden 
dwellings flank the factory. Hail the 
lire obtained more of a start it is prob- 
able that flying embers would have un- 
doubtedly fired some of these buildings. 
The loss was more than $500.

A FINE PLANT. 

Massachusetts editors were the guests 
last Monday of the Christian Science 
Monitor at Boston, and thoroly enjoy- 
ed the inspection of what is claimed to 
be the finest newspaper plant in the 
country if not in tlic entire world. The 
party met at noon and after a dainty 
lunch were shown the courtesies of the 
plant by Mr. Alexander Dodd and his 
Assistants. To newspaper men the plant 
was of the greatest interest, and the 
cleanliness of the place occasioned the 
most comment. Even the office towel 
came in for a view and were found as 
clean as the entire office. The editorial 
rooms, the linotype machines, stereo- 
typing plant, mailing machines and 
press room were viewed and admired in 
turn. Machines which automatically 
wrap, address anti sort for mailing at 
the rate of 6000 an hour were points of 
interest, and the great presses, repre- 
senting an investment of about $40,000 
each, and which were turning out a six- 
teen _pngc paper at the rate of 30,000 
to 35,000 each per hour, and mechani- 
cally counting them in fifties as they 
were delivered, attracted the most at- 
tention. Mr. Charles E. Lord of Newton 
was one of the hosts of the afternoon.

HISTORICAL PAGEANT. 

The Centenary Church of Aulmrndale 
will inaugurate the social uses of its 
new parish house on the evenings of 
Feb. 22 an! 23 by presenting a histori- 
ca pageant "The Great Republic” de- 
picting in picture and song, the story 
of the nation's life from the discover- 
ies of the Northmen to the close of the 
Spanish War, in live sections. The first 
period ( Settlement and Discovery 1 
shows in effective tableaux such import- 
ant events as “Life in Vineland”. "In- 
dians worshipping the Sun-rise”. 
“Landing of Columbus". "Rescue of 
John Smith", “Life in Plymouth”. 
"John Eliot preaching to Indians” 
"Penn’s Tcraty” and "Pere Marquette 
on the Mississippi.” The second part 
tells the story of the Revolution briefly. 
The third section is allegorical and is 
being very carefully rehearsed. It rep- 
resents the organization of the 13 
states into the nation (Columbia), the 
coming of the immigrants, the race 
question and secession. The fourth part 
contains 9 tableaux aid sketches depict- 
ing scenes in the Civil War. The fifth 
part allegorically represents reunion, 
expansion, and the Spanish war. The 
attempt to have all costumes histori- 
cally accurate gives the pageant an ac- 
tual educational value. One hundred 
different persons will participate in the 
live sections.

R., Thom 
as Burnett Camp 10, Spanish War Vet- 
erans; J, Wilev Kdmawls Camp 31 
Sons of Veterans, Mrs. A. K. Cunning- 
ham Tent 2. Daughters of Veterans and 
the Woman’s Auxiliary -to the Camp of 
Spanish War Veterans. These organi- 
zations were escorted from the railroad 
station to the church by the Butler Bovs 
Cluli and the Nurse's Corps of the 
church. 

The program consisted in part of a 
processional hymn. Salute to the Colors 
Apostle’s Creed, Prayer by Bishop Wil- 
lard F. Majlalieu. solo “Divine Re 
deemer. Miss Olive Bourne. Offertory, 
’Cello Solo by Miss Edith Soden. a 
special hymn dedicated to the Butler 
Boys’ Club, entitled “Our Flag” sung 
by Mrs Lizzie T. F.stabrook. The words 
arc by J. H. Tourjce and the music by 
L. S. Tourjce, both children of EI» C n 
Tourjfe founder of the New England 
Conservatory of Music. Rev. Charles E. 
Spaulding preached a sermon on "Abra- 
ham Lincoln, a Prophet and a Proph- 
ecy.” The benediction was by Bishop 
Mallalicu anil "America" was sung for 
a recessional hymn. An augmented 
choir assisted in the musical service. 

In the afternoon the new parish 
house was dedicat oil by Bishop Mal- 
laliett at 3 o'clock. Among the clergy- 
men who assisted in the dedication cer- 
emonies were Prof. H. C. Sheldon of 
Boston University. Rev. Dr. W. R 
Ncwhall. pastor 1886-1887, now pastor 
of the Union Square church in Som- 
erville. Rev. John Matteson, rector of 
the Church of the Messiah. Rev. Dr. 
W. C. Gordon of the Aulmrndale Con- 
gregational church, Rev. Dr. Albert C. 
Knudseu of Boston Universitv, who 
preached the sermon, and Rev. Dr. 
Francis N. Peloubet. The presentation 
of the new building, on behalf of the 
trustees, was made by W. T. Shepherd, 
president of the board. There was spe- 
cial music and a solo by William Fran- 
cis. 

In the evening at 7.30 a laymen’s 
meeting was held with Rev. Mr. Spaul- 
ding presiding. Amongs those making 
brief addresses were L. H. Hilton, 
president of the Epworth League. R. F. 
Douglas of Brookline, and Miss L, R. 
Potter, preceptress at Lasel! Seminars 
A large number of the Lasell students 
were present. There was special music 
including solos bv William Francis and 
James Wright. The building cost $6500. 
the afternoon collection amounted to 
$500. which leaves a small debt on the 
church of $500. 

The new parish house consists of a 
commodious room for the sessions of 
the Rihle School and for the increasing 
social work of the church. This hall is 
32 by 40 feet, has a platform 18 by 16 
feet, ami is connected with seven class 
rooms. In the rear of the platform is 
a roomy kitchen supplied with instan- 
taneous water heater, gas ranges and 
all the appliances of a modern room of 
this sort. Vestment closets, library and 
lavatories occupy a section connecting i 
with the former chapel which has been 
thoroughly renovated, recarpeted and 
rescaled. The hall is stained in shades 
of brown, has a floor of maple, anil is 
lighted electrically. The methods of 
heating and ventilation have received 
particular attention and have the most 
approved appliances obtainable. Changes 
have been made so that the entire 
church property is heated from a steam- 
heating apparatus located in the base- 
ment of the church. The principal con- 
tracts have boon given to Mr. R. C. 
Wilson. Concord, Mass, carpenter. 
Pierce & Cox of Boston, steam-fitters, | 
Gallagher Bros, of Newton, plumbers, 
and Sir. G. S. Gordon. Auhurmlale. dec- 
orator. Further improvements contem- 
plated upon the church itself include, 
electric lighting and a series of mem 
orial windows, seven in number, to de- 
pict seven scenes in the life of the Sa- 
viour from the Nativity to the Ascen- 
sion. These windows will he especially 
doigned for this church by Mr. Win 
A. Miltson. recently of London, ami, 
will be executed in the medieval effect | 
bv the firm of Murphy & Miltson. Bos- 
ton. The fir -i of these windows will be 
reaily for unveiling some time in March 


The unusual test of the Fire depart- 
ment to answer an alarm pulled for ex 
hit lit inn purposes, took place late Sat- 
urday evening, when an aldermanic 
committee, which is considering the 
mayor’s recommendation for a new fire 
station near West Newton hill, desired 
to inform themselves as to the quality 
of service in that district. The alarm 
was pulled at 9.59 P. M. from box 39 
at the corner of Prince and Berkeley 
streets. West Newton. The first to re- 
spond was Asst. Chief Holmes with 
two men on his automobile, his time 
being 4 minutes. 12 seconds from the 
first stroke of the bell. The autnmohile 
truck with 5 men arrived from Ncw- 
t on villc in 6 minutes, 15 seconds, and 
was closely followed in 6 minutes and 
20 seconds by Chief Randlett and 1 
man from Newton Centre. Engine 2 
with 2 men and Hose 2 with 3 men ar 
rived together in 7 minutes anil 40 sec- 
onds. and the heavy truck with 4 men 
was last in 10 minutes and 30 seconds. 
The time made is exceptionally good, 
considering the fact that some 8 inches 
of snow had been on the ground for a 
few days, and would probably he con- 
siderably lowered with better travelling 
conditions.

It is hard to conceive of any reson- 
able oppositilon to the construction of 
a new bridge over the Charles river 
at Commonwealth avenue. The summer 
conditions at this point, with thousands 
of spectators, hundereds of automobiles 
and the attractions of the river, which 
lead many to loiter on the bridge, arc 
so dangerous that immediate action 
should he taken. 


Congressman Weeks has earned the 
warm thanks of all friends of conserva- 
tion in the passage this week by the 
national senate of the bill which bears 
his name. It was primarially due to his 
good work that the measure ran the 
gauntlet of the House last year, and 
he is entitled to all th credit which will 
accrue for an act which marks the be- 
ginning of a new and wider policy of 
the national government aowards pre- 
serving our forests and rivers. 


The refusal of the Legislative com 
mittee to favorably report on the prop 
osition to give the municipal franchise 
to women who pay a property tax is to 
be regretted, as it is the most reasonable 
of the many women suffrage measures 
before the legislature. It is beevoming 
more and more evident that municipal 
administration is practically a house- 
keeping job and women certainly have 
a deep and vital interest in such depart- 
ments, of garbage removal, collection of 
ashes, cleanliness of streets ami side- 
walks, playgrounds, libraries, and many 
other phases of municipal work. To 
assess women to pay the expenses of 
civic administration, without giving 
them the right to choose how their mon- 
ey shall be expended, is plainly "taxation 
without representation”.

Jefferson Drtvls shrunk from th« 
light of every form of suffering, even 
tn ininglnnllon. When tho *’ Unties In 
the Wood” wns first road to Irim, a 
grown man, in lime of Illness, he 
would not endure the horror of It 
His sympathy with the oppressed was 
almost nbnormnl, ‘‘so that,” says Mrs. 
Davis, “It wns a difficult matter to 
keep order with children and serv- 
ants.” All this shows that lie wns 
nervous, sensitive, which Is a terrible 
handicap to a lender of men. Ho suf- 
fered nhvnys from nervous dyspepsia 
and neurntgln and "enrao borne from 
his office fasting, a mero mnBS of 
throbbing nerves nnd perfectly ex- 
hausted.” He wns keenly susceptible 
to tho ntmospbere about him, especial- 
ly to tho moods of people, “abnormal- 
ly sensitive to disapproval.

UNDER THU GTLDKD DOM K. 

Two hearings of interest this week to 
Newton residents were held Wednesday 
ly the Metropolitan Affairs committee. 
The bill to authorize the construction of 
a boulevard between Watertown and 
West Rnxhury was favored by cx -rep- 
resentative K. B. Bishop. Mr. J. 1). Colt, 
Mr. R. M. Saltonstall of Chestnut Hill 
and Mr. H. J. cKIIaway of Newton Cen- 
tre and was opposed by the city of 
Boston. 

The report of the metropolitan park 
commission, favoring this project and 
estimating the cost at $50<U)0<) was also 
filed this week. At the request of City 
Solicitor Slocum the hearing was held 
open awaiting action by the Newton 
aldermen. The hearing on construction 
of a new bridge over the Charles river 
at Commonwealth avenue was also held 
open at the request of Mr. Slocum. 

Rev. \Y. K. Huntington of Newton 
Centre, and Rev. G. S. Butters D. I). 
of Newton were at the hearing to give 
Boston University an annual grant of 
$20,000. This hill was opposed by the 
trustees of the college anil favored hy 
outsiders, so that an unfavorable report 
may he expected. The hearing to compel 
street railway companies to limit em- 
ployment of men to 9 and 11 hours, 
and known as the 9-11 hill was heard 
Wednesday afternoon and attracted a 
large audience. Mr. C. A. Sylvester of 
ihc local company was a remonstrant. 
At the hearing Wednesday on the var- 
ious measures to allow' sports on Sun- 
day, and a determined opposed ion 
to modify our present lduc laws was 
manifested. The subject is one on which 
there is great divergence of opinion 
altho it is doubtful if satisfactory legis- 
lation can he reached for many years. 
Tn the meantime, golf, tennis and hall 
players will commit misdemeanors on 
the Lord’s Day. and public opinion will 
prevent the police from doing their full 
duty. The present laws are a farce. 
Whv noi meet the situation fairly and 
decently? 

The Middlesex County members of 
the legislature will hold their annual 
dinner at the American House on Fell. 
28th. Representative White of this city 
is a member of the committee on ar 
rangeinents. 

The hill to require pay rolls in cities 
to lie sworn to hy the head of the de- 
partment ha srcached enactment and 
will soon become a law. The measure 
was recommended hy the civil service 
commission and is intended to unmask 
evasions of the civil service law. 

A hearing will he held next Thursday 
bv the committee on cities on a hill to 
allow police officers one day off in every 
fifteen days instead of one day in every 
thirty as at present. If this hill he 
comes a law it will require two atldi 
lional oarers to meet the timc_thus giv- 
en, and would cost the city $1734.50. the 
first year and increasing to $2190 for 
the third and subsequent years. 

Representative Ellis dissents from the 
report of the committee on Inspection 
of Milk, of which he is a member, in 
the recommendation establishing a state 
milk board. Mr. F.Jlis believes that the 
milk laws should be administered hy a 
division of the state hoard of health. 
What Mr. Ellis does in the milk nues- 
tion will be accepted ns gospel truth hy 
most of the citizens of Newton. 

HIGH SCHOOL SCHOLARSHIP. 

A committee, consisting of the under- 
signed citizens of Newton, has been 
formed to secure the establishment of 
a Newton High Schools’ scholarship in 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 1 
nology, on terms substantially as fol- , 
lows : 

The amount of the Institute tuition, 
$250,00 per year, is to he secured by 
voluntary subscriptions from residents 
in Newton. The recipient of the scholar 
ship shall be a graduate of one of the 
Newton High Schools. The award shall 
he made as an honorable recognition of 
personal merit and of high scholarship, 
particularly in science and mathematics, 
and shall not imply pecuniary need. A 
recipient may, however, if he so elects, 
accept the title of Newton Scholar, 
without the financial grant, which will 
then return to the endowment fund re- 
ferred to below or it may he awarded 
to another deserving applicant. 

Awards shall he made for one year, 
with the expectation that recipients 
needing aid after their tirsi year in the 
Institute will he assisted from its ordin 
ary Scholarship funds. 

It will he the aim of the committee 
to secure as soon as practicable an en- 
dowment fund of $6000 for the perma 
nent maintenance of this scholarship. 

It is believed that the establishment of 
tile scholarship will have particular and 
important advantages for the Newton 
High Schools and for those of its sin 
dents who look forward to techno- 
logical education. 

This scholarship has the approval and 
endorsement of his Honor Slav or Hat 
field, Mr. Spaulding. Superintendent of 
Newton Schools. The Newton School 
Committee and tlu* Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

In order to provide the endowment 
funds for this scholarship, the commit- 
tee requests pledges from citizens who 
’ are interested in the welfare of Newton 
young men. the Newton High Schools 
: and the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology.

Homer street, and while it lasted for 
only an hour did damage estimated at 
over $20,000. It was caused by a short 
circuit setting fire to some tarred paper 
which the masons, who were working 
in the building had placed so as to pre- 
vent the plaster from working into the 
wires. The blaze destroyed an entirely 
new switchboard, just installed and ser- 
iously damaged another board, besides 
destroying all the insulation. It was a 
dangerous place for the firemen to work 
but the blaze was subdued principally 
by chemicals. The station is the heart 
of the electric service for the city, 
receiving the high potential current from 
Boston and transforming into the 
commercial and street light circuits. The 
electric cars were held up for an hour, 
and the loss of power has delayed this 
issue of the Graphic.

ALDERMEN MEET 


The regular meeting of the aldermen 
was held Monday evening with Aider- 
men Heard, Leonard and Towle, absent. 
Hearings were held on petitions of the 
Edison Co. for poles on England road, 
of Simon A. White to locate a 15 H. P. 
boiler on Clinton street, both ot which 
were subsequently granted, and on petit- 
ions of the Telephone Co for attach- 
ments on Fayette st. Green st.. of the B. 
& A. R. R. Co. to keep hydro carbon 
oil at the Newton and Riverside freight 
yards, of G. Wilbur Thompson to keep 
gasolene and of the Forest Commission- 
er to remove certain dangerous trees. 
No one appeared in opposition. 

The City Engineer submitted a sched- 
ule of sewer assessments, the City So- 
licitor submitted the claim of A. E. 
Marr for damages caused by removal of 
tree. Gregory LaRossa petitioned for a 
pool table. Domenic Guzzi for a minors 
license. Mary E. Calnan for Soldiers 
relief, and Lucy Bentley for abatement 
of betterment assessment. Her petition 
for apportionment of betterment assess- 
ment was tabled. 

On reports of committees, the mayor 
was authorized to lease land for a play- 
ground at Lower Falls, a grant of

T. W. Tra- 
vis and a 6th class liquor license to H. 
G. Martin. 

Aii order to divide ward two into 
three voting precincts was presented and 
a recess ordered to allow the Cmtimk 
tee to give a hearing to those interested.

COXSKRV \TIOX CONTKNI.NVK. 

A conference of the Conservation 
Department of the Massachusetts Stale 
Fcilcratimi was held at the New Eng- 
land Women’* Club rooms, Boston, on 
Thur'-day. Fell. 16. Mrs. [■'. H. Tucker, 
chairman of the Department, called tin 
meeting to order ami presided during 
the afternoon. It had been planned that 
this conference should he a conference 
pure amt simple aud so no outside 
speaker* had been secured, hut instead 
tin clubs were invited to send in prac 
lical (|iic*li< ms upon various phases of 
| the work included under the subject of 
I Conservation. The clubs responded cor- 
I ilia My and a large number of very prac- 
tical t] nest ion > were received. Some of 
these furnished the basis of di-ctis-ion, 
although several kindred ones came up 
in the coitr-e of the afternoon. 

Before proceeding to tile order of 
i the day, however. Mrs. Tucker took oe 
I cusinn oi allude to the passage of \|i 
| Week-- hill by tile l.’uiled Slate* Sell 
ate on the previous day. The general 
feeling of rejoicing over the --access of 
this measure gave a note of encourage- 
nient to the whole conference. Mrs. 
Tucker sifted lhai we must m>t feel 
that all is accomplished, for in reality 
the passage of this hill is merely the 
beginning. 

Mi - Helen V Hall of Worcester 
spoke to the f|itestion. "Is there any 
bluebird box that i- English suarrrnv 
proof?" Mi-s Ball said that she knew 
nf none and it is quite common to find 
tin bird houses occupied by either Eng 
lisii sparrows nr by squirrel*. She told 
how Dr. I lodge of Worcester h:.s sue 
reeded in keeping the English sparrow- 
down, bv shooting or poisoning them in 
a painless manner. Miss Ball then ^ml 
she wanted to make a plea for a ration- 
al consideration of the English spar 
row. In its native haunts it i* not th< 
disagreeable creature it has become mi 
this side of the water. It breed- more 
rapidly than any of r.nr native birds ami 
is more hardy, but if it can be kept 
down to reasonable numbers n will not 
drive away the native birds Owls and 
hawk- she said, have been considered 
the enemies of the farmer and have 


been immediately disposed of, hut ex- 
perience lias laugh i us that certain 
kinds are valuable in keeping down de- 
structive insect* She recommended that 
if anything is done toward disposing 
of the English sparrows that it he done 
by the proper authorities. Mrs. F. B. 
liornhrooke, another member of the 
committee, touched upon the same sub- 
ject and then enlisted the interest of 
the club women in preventing the pas- 
sage of any hill which will remove any 
of the protection of the wild fowl and 
ducks now in force. She also spoke of 
the need of protection of robins, saying 
that their numbers arc steadily dimin- 
ishing. 

The subject of simile trees and their 
protection and care was next consider- 
ed. A question was asked as to how to 
prevent the electric companies from 
damaging them with their wires and if 
it is possible to compel them tn he 
placed under ground? The chairman 
ail vised a consultation with the town 
authorities and if possible to get them 
to labor with these companies. One 
corporation was obliged to pay $100 tine 
for illegal cutting of shade trees. The 
delegates were referred to the Massa- 
chusetts Forestry Association at 4 Joy 
street. Boston, and to the State Fores- 
ter at 6 Beacon street. Boston, for ad- 
vice and any needed information. 

For proper treatment of diseased or 
broken trees the chairman referred t he 
ladies to the Handbook just published 
by the Department. Tree surgery, she 
stated, is closely allied to dentistry and 
the treatment of a tree having a large 
cavity is much tch same as that of a de- 
cayed tooth. The cavity should he thor 
oughly cleaned out until none of the 
diseased portion remains, then treated 
with an antiseptic and Idled with clastic 
cement. Shade trees should he kept just 
as long as they nre beautiful and arc 
tint a menace to passers-by. Forest 
trees would not he thus treated. All this 
work, however, should he done by ex- 
perts. It was asked, "How can wardens 
he made to do these things?’’ The ans- 
wer given was, "Educate the community 
A public spirited committee can do 
wonders in a community." 

Under the subject of waste, the prod- 
igal use of paper was touched upon and 
it was stated that the time is really 
coming when we shall he forced to re- 
sort to the old-fashioned methods of 
saving all the paper that comes into the 
house. 

Forest fires another source of waste, 
burn up every year three and one-half 
times as much wood as is used. Wc 
must educate the lumbermen. Another 
menace lo the forests are the railroads. 
They are showing themselves at present 
tn he very ready to co-operate. The New 
Haven system has recently equipped 
with petroleum its engines running on 
the "Cape" regions. Laws for further 
protection are needed. 

The water supply was next spoken of. 
In this connection some description of 
the municipal forest established by Fall 
River was given. This forest protects 
the water supply of the city. They oxvn 
at present about 20(X) acres and are to 
buy one thousand more. Last year 50 
acres were planted. For re- forestation 
purposes there is necessity of enlarging 
the State nurseries. The white pine 
comes in easiest in Massachusetts soil. 

Miss Mary C. Sweet of Lawrence 
told the experience of her city in puri- 
fying its water supply through a sys- 
tem of filters at its source devised by 
Prof. Sedgwick. 

A fact not generally known relative 
to water supply is that there exists be- 
low the surface of the earth an im- 
mense ^ sea of water from 16 to 96 feet 
deep. This is our great source of supply 
and it like the coal is becoming ex- 
hausted This fact explains why many 
wells which have never before gone dry 
have done so in recent years, (low to 
prevent this is a question that brings 
us right back tn the forests. By pro 
tecting them the water will gradually 
sink in and in time replenish this un- 
derground supply. As in so many other 
phases of conservation it comes right 
hack to the forests. Protect them and 
the other desired ends follow, 

A message of congratulation was sent 
from the conference to Congressman 
Weeks upon the passage of his hill. 

After a few exchanges of experiences 
relative to orcharding and particularly 
in the treatment of apple trees the con- 
ference adjourned. 

All present felt that it had been most 
helpful and that the subjects are keen 
ly alive and vital.

NEW ARMORY DEDICATED 

BRILLIANT AUDIENCE GREETS GOVERNOR FOSS 


The new state armory just erected on 
Washington street. West Nrvvton at a 
cost of $56.(XK1 was formally dedicated 
last evening, in tile presence of Gover- 
nor Foss and the highest military offi- 
cers of the Commonwealth. Fully a 
thousand persons, from society leaders 
to the more humble citizens were pres- 
ent to witness the ceremonies and to en- 
joy the program. 

The building was most beautifully 
decorated. A picture of Columbia drap- 
ed with flags and bunting occupied the 
wall at the rear of the stage, and rod. 
while and blue bunting, with beautiful 
rosetts of flags adorned the side walls. 
The arched roof was filled with pale 
blue and while burning, running from 
the sides to clusters of gathered flags 
in the centre, and gave a most festive 
appearance to the building. 

A concert was given by the orchestra 
previous to the more formal exercises 
and the Governor, who was escorted to 
the stage bv Cnpt. Guilford was greeted 
with great applause. The program in- 
cluded selections by the Temple quar- 
tet. and bv the orchestra, an address 
turning the armory over to the state by 
Adjt. General G. W. Pearson, of the 
Armorv commission, its acceptance by 
Gov. Foss and turning the keys over to 
Capt. Guilford, and his acceptance of 
them. Remarks were then made by 
General William H. Oakes, a former 
commaadcr of the Fifth regiment, by 
the present col. Frank F. Cntting and 
by Mayor Hatlicld. The audience then 
sang 011 c verse of the Star Spangled 
Banner. 

Governor Foss congratulated the 
company and Newton on tile completion 
of the armorv, which was the 31st in 
the slate. He favored throwing the 
building open to the public whenever it 
could be done without interference with 
the work of the militia. 

Col. Cutting addressed his remarks 
to the members of the company, who 
stood at attention at the side of the ball, 
thruottt the exercises. Mayor Hatfield 
gave the credit of the new armory to 
General Emcrv. He thought the Com- 
monwealth had been more than gener- 
ous to the city, lie admonished the 
company to show its appreciation of 
the new armory by its work for the 
state, the nation and the city. He said 
that the policy of the nation in depend- 
ing on its citizen soldiery had been 
proved bv results of the Civil and Span 
ish wars 'and urged the citizens to give 
more thought to what these citizen sol- 
diers meant to the state and city. 

At the conclusion of the exercises, 
the Governor, Mavor Hatfield, Col. Cut- 
ting and Mr. Spearc. held a reception in 
the assembly room flanked by the mem 
bers of "the 'Governor’s staff in full uni- 
form. Guests were presented by these 
ushers.

MASSACHUSETTS SUNDAY 

SCHOOL ASSOCIATION. 

The annual meeting of Xonimhcga 
District, comprising the Sunday schools 
in Belmont, Newton. Waltham. Water- 
town, Wavcrly and Weston will he held 
at Central Congregational church. Xew- 
tonville, on Wednesday, March 1, 1911. 

The general topic of the meeting will 
he “Sunday School Ideals” and at the 
afternoon meeting at 2.30 prominent 
workers will give short helpful talks on 
"Ideals made practical”. These will he 
followed hy "Department Conferences. 

Supper will he served to the delegates 
at 6 o’clock. The evening service at 7.15 
will open with a short Praise Service 
followed hy the election of Officers and 
inspirational addresses hy State Secre- 
tary Hamilton S. Conant and Res' 
John J. Wriston of the Tremont Street 
Methodist Church, Boston. The public 
is cordially invited to both sessions. 


In view of the unanimous favorable re- 
port of the committee on Education of 
tlic Legislature on the matter of grant- 
ing the Mnssachn setts Institute of Tech- 
nology $1IXUXX1 a year for the next ten 
years, the following statement of the 
work of the Institute will be of inter- 
est. 

Thirty-three hundred alumni of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
reside in this state, most of them active- 
ly engaged in its industries* many of 
them 'tilling positions of large responsi- 
bility. The Institute has over 15(H) stu- 
dents. of whom about 850 arc citizens 
of Massachusetts. This may easily give 
an erroneous impression in regard to 
the industrial efficiency and financial 
strength of the alumni. Since the ear- 
liest class was graduated forty-two 
years ago it might he supposed that a 
still larger number of graduates than is 
actually the case would now occupy 
conspicuous positions in the industrial 
atid financial world. The factor which 
is easily overlooked in this connection 
is the rapid increase in the size of the 
classes and the consequent low average 
age of the graduates. The total number 
of graduates (bachelors of science) up 
to 1909 inclusive was 4,318. of whom 
4.107 were living. Of these more than 
half have received their degrees dur- 
ing the ten years, 1900-1909. The aver- 
age length of time for all graduates 
since graduation is only a little more 
than eleven years. Taking twenty-three 
as the average age at graduation, the 
average age of all the graduates would 
thus he only thirty- four and a fraction. 
The men who have been out as many 
as twenty years, with corresponding op- 
portunity for achievement, number only 
about 550. 

ll speaks well for the character and 
efficiency of the instruction at Tech that 
in spite of the comparatively short time 
which has elapsed since their graduation 
so many of its alumni have nvertlicless 
achieved such marked success in their 
varied pursuits. 

Possibly the best way of demonstrat- 
ing the value of Tech to the community 
is to give the records of the state schol- 
arship students. 

Twenty state scholarships were estab- 
lished at the Institute by act of legisla- 
ture in 1888. on the basis of an appro- 
priation of $100*000. only ten being act- 
ually available in 1888 -’89. In 1895 the 
number was increased to thirty, and the 
next year to fortv hy an annual appro- 
propriatioti of 4000 for the additional 
twenty. 

The award of these scholarships has 
always been made by the state hoard of 
education on the basis of residence of 
the applicants, w’ith due consideration 
of their need and merit. At first the 
demand for them w ( as not greatly in ex- 
cess of the supply. Of late years, how- 
ever, the number of applicants has been 
so large that it has been the policy of 
the board to divide each scholarship in 
halves, leaving the applicant to hear the 
remainder unless assisted from other 
sources. 

A review' of the records shows that 
412 persons had received state scholar- 
ships from their establishment up to 
and including the class of 1909. the av- 
erage aggregate grant per student being 
thus about $315. Of these 325— nearly 
eighty per cent. — have graduated; thir- 
teen have died; of the remainder, 161 
are residents of Massachusetts, most of 
them actively engaged in its industries. 
Of those in Massachusetts fifteen are 
in service of great engineering corpora- 
tions* as the General Electric company, 
the Telephone and Telegraph company, 
the Fore River Shipbuilding company, 
etc,: eighteen are engineers: seven, ar- 
chitects; eight chemists: two. teachers; 
three, lawyers: nine are in the service 
of state commissions: five are superin- 
tendents in manufactories: five are man- 
agers: two, treasurers, and one a presi- 
dent: twenty-throe are connected with 
the Institute, mainly as members of us 
faculty. 

Without mentioning names of indi- 
viduals’ the list of former state schol- 
ars includes, for example, the assistant 
director of otic of the most important 
research laboratories in the country, a 
professor of civil engineering in China, 
a superintendent of a great manufactur- 
ing establishment near Boston, the man- 
ager of an inmortant manufacturing 
company in Scotland, the watcr-supplv 
engineers nf two of the larger cities nl 
the United Stales, a leading civil en- 


gineer of Boston, a president of a great 
engineering corporation, and of a Ca- 
nadian technical college. 

It is difficult to sec how the bounty ot 
tlic state could have been used with 
greater advantage to its recipients or to 
the state- 

When one investigates the entire body 
of the alumni it appears that the Insti- 
tute has trained a number of men who 
arc now in the very front rank of sci- 
ence* men who have extended far the 
boundaries of knowledge and thereby 
gained a wo rid -wide fame. In addition 
to this its former students arc to be 
found in positions of power and respon- 
sibility in every stale of the Union, en- 
gaged in the work of developing mines, 
opening up the country hy means of 
railroads, applying scientific methods to 
the great problems of transportation, 
power production and distribution, ad- 
vancing chemical industries, conserving 
the public hcaltli, and contributing in 
countless other ways to the increase of 
the nation's wealth. These men have 
not conic exclusively from any particu- 
lar class, rich or poor, but the greater 
number arc men whose capital is their 
character and their power; they have 
been drawn from a source to which 
the state naturally looks for new en- 
ergy. new enthusiasm, and the power to 
cope successfully with new conditions. 

In Massachusetts we are, perhaps, too 
near the Institute to have a proper per- 
spective of its importance, hut there is 
no lack of impartial testimony to guide 
us to the truth. Sir William Mather, af- 
ter a study of the leading schools of the 
kind in the world, held it up as the best 
model for his own country. Speaking 
in London of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology he said: “The 
spirit and energy of the students, their 
conspicuous practical knowledge, the 
thoroughness with which their scientific 
knowledge is tested in the course of in- 
struction, and the power of adaptation 
and resource they possess on entering 
workshops and manufactories, railroads, 
or mines, public works, and constructive 
engineering— all these fruits of the 
training of this Institute arc, so far as 
1 have seen, not equaled on the conti- 
nent. I think these are the qualities wc 
need in England.” For years the Insti- 
tute has been visited hy distinguished 
hands of engineers and educators from 
various parts of the world and reports 
to governments or societies in England, 
France, Germany, Switzerland, Russia, 
Spain, and Japan set forth in flattering 
terms the high esteem in which the In- 
stitute is held abroad. At home it has 
been subjected to the sincerest form ot 
flattery — imitation— its methods being 
copied in almost every similar institu- 
tion throughout the country. Its gradu- 
ates arc eagerly sought for everywhere, 
and the prestige of the Institute is of 
the highest order. 

Fifty years ago when the Institute 
was founded much argument was need- 
ed to demonstrate that higher technical 
education was one of the great factors 
of industrial growth. Now that science 
has completely revolutionized the con- 
ditions of industrial and commercial life 
the question is no longer debatable. It 
is generally conceded that Germany’s 
wonderful rise in the scale of commer- 
cial nations is mainly due to her steady 
and business efforts to promote the 
higher forms of technical education. 
Her success has been an impressive ob- 
ject lesson to the world, a lesson that 
this country, and in particular this state, 
cannot afford to ignore. That Massachu- 
setts should attach special importance 
to technical education was clearly rec- 
ognized hy the committee on education 
in its report to the legislature that laid, 
in a nractical way. the foundations of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. Wisclv was it set forth in the con- 
stitution of the commonwealth that “D 
shall lie the duty of legislatures in all 
future periods of this commonwealth 
to cherish the interest of the sciences 
and to encourage private societies and 
public institutions for the promotion of 
agriculture, arts, sciences, trades, and 
manufactures.”
